KNEW BUILDING UNSAFE, | 
YET GAVE NO WARNING 


Albany Store Supports Crumbled 
Long Before Collapse. 


ALARM RAISED TOO LATE. 


Testimony at the Inquest Shows Work- 
men in Cellar Had Ample Time 
to Notify Those Above. 


ALBANY, Aug. 24.—The Coroner's ex-| 
amination of workmen who were digging | 
a cellar under the Myers department store | 
at the time of its collapse Aug. 8 has | 
shown that the men were warned of the 
approaching disaster nearly an hour be-| 
fore the structure fell and killed thirteen | 
persons. 

The most significant testimony was that | 
of John Mitchell, the foreman employed | 
by the contractor in charge of the job. | 
It had been shown that the laborers dug | 
away the earth about the bases of the | 
pillars supporting the centre of the build- | 
ing, leaving them resting on high mounds | 
of earth. Mitchell said that when he ar- 
rived on the morning of Aug. 8 the first | 
thing that attracted his attention was | 
that a large piece of earth had fallen| 
from the southeastern corner of Pier No. 
8—the pier that has been the principal | 
object about which the investigation has 
wound—and that a half hour ‘before the | 
crash came he and others saw that Pier 
No. 9 had begun crumbling. He said 


that the whole force of men was kept 
working.at Pier No. 8 for that half hour | 
with a desperation born of the knowledge | 
that the safetly of the entire building de- | 
pended on getting it shored up in time.

M. WITT would suffer no 
loss of standing or reputation if, after 
firmly protesting that not one kopeck 
would be handed over to Japan, he 
should nevertheless put his great name 
to a treaty pledging the payment of 
many millions of kopecks.

The doctors who are in charge of the 

community’s health are reading the 
gauges of the vital statistics and are 
megaphoning the results to the public. 
“Leave hope behind, all ye who enter 
here"’ might be written as well over 
the. able medical articles contributed to 
the press as over the portals of pris- 
ons. It almost seems as though the 
writers’ aim was to diminish the deaths 
from heart disease, Bright's disease, 
and so on, by throwing the patients 
into fits, which the doctors know how 
to cure if only the patients can be 
brought to the consultation room. 

It seems to have been started by Chi- 
cago boasting that Philadelphia was 
not the best place in which to die slow- 
ly. Chieago admitted that the simple 
and quiet life might be led even in St. 

Louis, but not so well as in Chicago. 

There the deaths from nervous dis- 

eases have fallen in a generation by 

two-thirds. That is to say, in 1870 the 

deaths from nervous diseases were 37.6 

per 10,000, against 12.8 in 1904. It 
would have seemed more like Chicago 

if these figures had been reversed. If 
we had found the facts anywhere else 
than in the Chicago press we should 
have dismissed as a slander the sug- 
gestion that things had been slowing 
down there ever since the Exposition.

JUSTICE WRIGHT’S CASE. 

Three hundred years ago there. was 
a divine in England who became known 
to subsequent fame as “ the judicious 
Hooker." In this State there is a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court who has 
within these months filled the trump 
of contemporary fame as the judicial 
HOOKER. But it seems he is not alone. 
There is another Justice of the Supreme 
Court, in the Fifth District this time, 
who is equally entitled to a celebration 
as a judicial Hooker. He is MauRICE 
L. WRIGHT of Oswego. 

It seems that in 1896 the Legislature 
passed a law providing that every Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court in the Fifth 
Judicial District who did not reside in 
a city in which there was then—‘“ is 
now "’—a resident Supreme Court sten- 
ographer should be entitled to appoint 
a confidential clerk at sa salary of 
$1,800. The only two beneficiaries of 
this act were Justice Scriprure of 
Rome, whose conduct is not in ques- 
tion, and Justice WriGcut, the judicial 
Hooker whose conduct is very much in 
question. There was a highly disagree- 
able flavor of very special legislation 
about the original act. And this flavor 
was rendered more pronounced and 
pungent the following year by an 
amendment providing that the Justices 
of the Fifth District who were already 
furnished with resident stenographers 
should yet have the appointment each 
of a “confidential clerk” at a salary of 
$1,200. Justice WricnTt had appointed, 
under the original authorization, a 
clerk, whose conduct {s not at all in 
question and who was subsequently 
promoted to be the regular court sten- 
ographer of the district, resident at 
Oswego. Justice WRIGHT'S power,. un- 
der the amendment, was thus limited 
to a confidential clerk at $1,200. But 
behold how the judicial Hooker whipped 
the Great Adversary around the stump.

The medical pro- 
fession, she admits, has always recog- 
nized the causal relation of certain men- 
tal states to certain physical conditions. 
“The scientific spirit of classification,” 
she says, ‘‘has, however, insisted upon 
placing these conditions in a separate 
class as distinct from the physical mani- 
festations of disease in such a manner 
that the profession, at least as a whdle, 
has failed to realize the dependence of 
the one on the other; it has been too 
much with us the mental or physical in- 
stead of the mental and physical.” The 
result has been that ‘‘ the profession has 
been cultivating a wise conservatism 
along these lines, observers outside the 
ranks have recognized a wider signif- 
icance in the union of the mental and 
physical, and, by forming on this truth, 
a cult distinct from the medical profes- 
sion, has taken from us a field of the 
work which should belong to legitimate 
medicine. This has placed, in ignorant 
hands the working out of a great truth 
with the result that extravagant claims 
and practices have resulted in harm to 
the laity, and the really brilliant results 
in legitimate cases have discredited the 
profession with people who do not and 
cannot be expected to distinguish scien- 
tific fact from extravagant theory.’ Dr. 
WAITE introduces an element of error in 
her argument, it seems to us, when she 
advises a sharp differentiation of physical 
manifestations into those originating in 
a purely mental condition and those hav- 
ing back of them a real cell change, for 
it is gravely to be doubted if there is any 
physical manifestation whatever behind 
which there is not a real cell change, but 
a correct interpretation of her words is 
not difficult, and her presentation of the 
case as a whole is entirely sound. She 
might well have noted the fact that many 
more doctors are consciously using the 
divers forms of ‘‘ suggestion"’’ than are 
openly talking about it to their patients.

PARIS, Aug. 8.—Since July 1 the French 
have established a steamboat service from 
Kullkoro, in the Western Soudan, to Tim- 
buctoo, a distance of nearly 1,000 kilometers, 
or 621-miles. Next year the service will be 
effected on the Niger by larger vessels, which 
will carry passengers as well as goods. The 
present service has been organized by Lieut. 
de Bienec of the French Navy, with four other 
officers, acting under M. Ponty, Governor of 
Upper Senegal and the Niger. According to 
M. de Blenec, who is in Paris, Timbuctoo may 
now be considered as within the reach of tour- 
ists, who can get there in nineteen days from 
the banks of the Seine. One day will be oc- 
cupied in going from the capital to Bordeaux 
by rail, eight days by steamer from the ter 
place to Dakar, one day by train from Dakar 
to St. Louls, three days by water to Kayes, 
two to Kulikoro by train, and thence on to 
Timbuctoo by the new in four days.

TO CONTROL AUTO SPEEDING. 


An Automatic Speed Recorder Sug- 
gested That Would Supply Evidence. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The increasing use of automobiles by 
reckless and incompetent persons, and the 
accidents which necessarily attend the 
high speeds at which.they travel call for 
an effectual remedy. Speed regulation 
laws are at present important for the rea: 
son that conclusive proof of excessive 
speed cannot bé obtained in one case in a 
thousand. This is especially true in rural 
districts where officers of the law are few, 
and the automobilist dashes along country 
roads at a speed only limited by the 
power of his machine. 

The remedy is a simple one. A device 
can readily be made which will auto- 
matically record the maximum speed of 
the vehicle to which it is attached. In- 
close such devices in locked and sealed 
cases and compel every automobile owner 
to attach one to his machine, and provide 
for periodic inspection of the records 
made. It will then be only necessary to 
make the penalty for speeding sufficiently 
severe. to insure the safety of our streets 
and roads from speed-mad automobilists, 
as evéry transgression of the law will 
surely be detected.

The board directed Chief Engineer Rice 
yesterday to begin at once to put the 
street in a condition to meet his approval. 
The board will then withhold from the 
Belmont Rapid Transit Construction Com- 
pany’s payments on the Subway contract 
a sufficient sum to cover the expense. 

August Belmont, as the head of the con- 
struction company, and also of the Inter- 
borough, served notice that legal steps 
would be taken to prevent the city from 
saddling this expense on his companies. 

After the construction work on the 
Lenox Avenue line of the Subway had 
been completed the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission found fault with the condition of 
the street and ordered the Belmont com- 
pany to put it in order. Mr. Belmont pro- 
tested that the condition of the street was 
due to defective construction of the line 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway and 
declared that the Subway interests could 
not be expected to rebuild the surface car 
lines because of defects in their original 
construction, The Metropolitan Company 
insisted that the work should be done by 
the Subway Construction Company. The 
board took the same view. 

At the June meeting a resolution was 
passed instructing Chief Engineer Rice to 
restore the street at the expense of the 
Interborough Company, but no action was 
taken by him owing to the threatened 
litigation. When the board met yester- 
day a letter was received from President 
Belmont on the subject. He-demanded 
that the board rescind its resolution 
adopted in June, giving reasons why his 
companies should not be compelled to do 
the work, 

Not only was the Metropolitan system 
improperly constructed, Mr, Belmont 
wrote, but the restoration of the surface 
of Lenox Avenue would be extra work 
not provided for in the Subway contract. 
He presented two certificates from Chief 
Engineer Olney of Borough President 
Ahearn’s office, one dated December, 1908, 
and the other August, 1904, saying that 
the condition of the street was all right, 
and announced that he would fight any 
attempt on the part of the city to compel 
his company to pay for the work of res- 
toration. 

After Mr. Belmont’s 
read, George L. Rives and Albert B. 
Boardman, counsel for the commission, 
expressed the opinion that Mr. Belmont’s 
position ‘‘astonished them.’ They de- 
clared that Mr. Olney had nothing to do 
| with the matter. Mr. Rives said that 
ample time had been allowed the Belmont 
company to restore the street; that it was 
in very bad condition, and it was abso- 
lutely necessary for the board to act at 
once to remedy it. He said the public 
could not be allowed to suffer because of 
a controversy between two corporations. 

“This board is bound to see that the 
work is done, and done at once,’ said Mr. 
Rives. ‘‘ It must be done to the satisfac- 
tion of our chief engineer, and there is no 
reason why the board should consent to 
further delay.” 

Letters were read from Borough Presi- 
dent Ahearn and from property owners 
along Lenox Avenue, describing the condi- 
tion of the street as disgraceful, and 
urging immediate repairs. Then Acting 
Controller Stevenson offered a resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously, backing 
up the board in its original stand and 
ordering Chief Engineer Rice to act at 
once.

Up to the last hour of the trading
